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YOU, whether YOU be a farmer, homemaker, business or pro- 
fessional man or woman, municipal, state or federal official, clerk 
or woodsman can play an important part in the continuing and 
vital prevention program. 


First — by setting a good example YOURSELF — being 
sensible and complying with the necessary laws and regulations 
governing the use of fire in and near woodlands.

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Report of Police Chief 





I hereby submit my report for the year 1960. 

During the past year your police department has investigated 
seven breaks or incidents of theft and were responsible for the 
recovery of a stolen car. 

We were called to investigate two disturbances of the peace 
and two deserted automobiles. 

Your officers stood duty at the scene of eleven automobile 
accidents. We issued speeding warnings, stop sign violation 
warnings, and appeared in court when charges were pressed 
against individuals. 

We were called to aid people because of emergency illnesses. 
Two emergencies were taken to the hospital. Many emergency 
calls were delivered to people who do not have telephones. 

‘An officer has stood duty at Four Corners on school days 
to protect our children. 

Officers have stood duty at the bingo games, old home day 
activities, and the Hosea Ballou observance at the church. 

We collected delinquent dog taxes, destroyed five undesirable 
dogs, and found homes for several strays. 

Your department was asked three times for cooperation by 
families having problems with teen-age children. 

For the first time it is necessary for us to report that we 
had six incidents of vandalism by the youth of our town. The 
parents have been very cooperative. 

Your department with the leadership of Danny Holmes has 
organized the Richmond Police Boys’ Club to provide recreational 
activities for our town boys. 

Your officers with the auxiliary civilian defense police have 
participated in all civilian defense alerts. 

The Town Beach was patrolled this summer when necessary. 
Through the cooperation of the people and the enlarged parking 
facilities much of the congestion was relieved. 

Due to the increased traffic on routes 32 and 119 and the 
increase in the number of accidents, stop sign violations, and 
speeding your department recommends that the town install a 
signal light at Four Corners. 

We wish to thank all those who have cooperated with the 
police department by reporting promptly any suspicious individ- 
uals or occurances as well as breaks.

With the passing of Chester C. Lees, our Union Superin- 
tendent, it is appropriate for Richmond to incorporate in our 
féwr Record for all to see words of appreciation as well as 
grief for this man, friendly, patient, perservering, who labored 
for better education for our youth. 


Mr. Lees’ personal education is attested by the degrees 
conferred upon him by Harvard and Brown Universities. His 
personal and professional life was exemplary. Having taught 
before serving as Principal and Superintendent, he knew the 
road to adequate teaching conditions, which lay persons could 
not be expected to understand. 


It was after much study that he became convinced that 
a regional school would serve more children better than most 
towns could do individually.
